RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 10th September, 1990 

Subject: National Awards for public re ccgr tV r ci 
outstanding activity for prevention, and 
control of pollution. 

G.S.R. 774(E):— 1 2 The Government Lave decided 
to institute a scheme of awards, to encourage indust¬ 
ries and operations to take significant steps for 
prevention and control of pollution. 

2. Awards will be granted every year to ind ustries 
and operations which make a significant and mea¬ 
surable contribution towards prevention and control 
of environmental pollution through their actions. 
All industries and operations such as mining whose 
actions, effluents and emissions may, in the absence 
of preventive action by the industries or operations, 
pollute or degrade soil, wa er, air or any, natural 
resources are eligible to compete for the prize. 

3. The awards will be in the form of a cup/ 
shield with a citation which will be retained perma¬ 
nently by the awardee. 

4. Awards numbering upto fifteen (15) will be 
given every year. Out of these aw ards, 10 awards will 
be given (two for each region) to major and medium 
industries or operations and 5 awards (one for each 
region) for small scale industries or operations. Out 
of the ten awards given to the major or medium 
industries three (3) awards will be ranked as first, 
second and third and the rest will be equal. Also, 
two awards from those selected amongst small-scale 
industries or operations, will be ranked as first and 
second. The prizes will be given only if meritorious 
nominations are available. 

5. The Selection of industries will be on the basis 
of their location in the five (5) regions specified 
below : 

1. North — Jammu & Kashmir, Haryana, 

Himachal Pradesh, Punjab and 

Chandigarh (UT), 

2. Central — Madhya Pradesh, Rajasthan and 

Uttar Pradesh. 


— Bihar, Orissa, Sikkim, Vwst 

Bengal, Andaman & N itebrr 
Islands (UT), Arunachal Pradesh, 
Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya, 
Mizoram, Nagaland and Tri¬ 
pura. 

4. South - - Andhra Pradesh, Gca, Kar¬ 

nataka, Kerala, Tamil Nadu, 
Pondicherry (UT) and Laksha¬ 
dweep (UT). 

5. West -- Gujarat, Maharashtra, Daman, 

Diu and Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli (UT). 

6. The eligibility for the awards shall be based 
on the following considerations :— 

(i) Abatement, including reductions/reuse/recyc- 

ling or any beneficial use of waste generated. 

(ii) Substantial and steady reduction in the efflue¬ 
nts and emissions in the year. 

(iii) Reduction of risk to the community living 
in the vicinity of units handling hazardous 
chemicals. 

(iv) Any other identifiable specific and significant 
contribution towards the manufacture of 
environmentally friendly products and de¬ 
velopment and use of environmentally sound 
technologies. 

(v) Substantial and continuing steps for environ¬ 
mental improvement. 

7. The significance of the contribution both in 
qualitative and quantitative terms, as well as mea¬ 
surable impact on the environment will be the major 
criteria for selection. The quantitative factors are 
primarily aimed at measuring the reduction in 
emissions and effluents per unit of output. The 
qualitative factors will assess the efforts initiated 
by the management to make abatement of pollution 
an essential ingredient qf the manufacturing process 
and thereby ensure environmental improvement on 
a continuing basis. An industrial unit which is not 
meeting the standards prescribed will not be eligible 
for the award. 

8. The Selection Committee shall review the 
nominations for the awards received from the 
sponsoring authorities, which shall be the Pollution 
Control Board of the State where the unit is located. 

9. The prizes will be given for performance during 
the financial year. The sponsoring authorities shall 
forward their nominations to the officer incharge 
Pollution Control in the Ministry of Environment 
and Forests on a date to be notified, every year. 
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10. A Selection Committee consisting of the 
undermentioned will make recommendations for the 
awards to the Government 

(i) Secretary, Ministry of Environment and 
Forests — Chairman. 

fii) Chairman, Central Pollution Control Board. 

(iii) Director General, Technical Development. 

(iv) Chairman, Standing Conference of Public 
Enterprises. 

(v) Director General, Indian Standards Insti¬ 
tution. 

(vi) Director, National Environmental Engineer¬ 
ing Research Institute. 

(vii) President, Indian Working Journalists Asso¬ 
ciation. 

(viii) President, Federation of Indian Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry. 

(ix) President, Associated Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry. 

(x) President, Confederation^ Engineering In¬ 
dustries.

(xi) President, Federation of Association of Small 
Scale Industries. 

(xii) Officer incharge of Pollution Control in ihe 
Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

11. Winners of the awards have the privilege of 
issuing to their cmployces-lapel pins, ties or olher 
distinctive badges with the symbol ENV in a rirde 
embossed on such material. The winners of awards 
shall also have the option to use this symbol in their 
letter heads or any advertisement issued by them. 
The year of tho awards shall invariably be mentioned 
in all such cases. 

12. The awards will be given at a formal 
ceremony every year.
